tone pattern. I began with a coat of 
A.MIG-011 Dunkelgeb #1, airbrushed 
over White Primer with some 
highlights applied with A.MIG-012 
Dunkelgeb #2. Then after applying 
a Matt coat the basic camouflage 
pattern was created using Ammo 
by MIG Masking Putty. Then 
A.MIG-001 Olivgrun was airbrushed 
on. The result was a guideline for 


more airbrushing rework and fine 
tuning. I then proceeded with the 
night camouflage. Some parts are 
painted with A.MIG-014 Rotbraun, 
like the interior of the hatches and 
a replacement wheel, and I also a 
slightly faded Dunkelgeb filter. I then 
did some very careful masking and 
added Black to form the specific 
angular pattern on the turret, the 
sides and the front of the tank. Then 
Ammo by MIG Dark Brown and 
Medium Brown washes were applied, 
followed by some blending and 
retouching as necessary. 



Shadows were increased around the hatches and other areas 




Streaks were also added, but this was a little restrained 


The exhausts were suitably rusted 




Fuel and lubricant stains were added on the engine deck

Burnt Iron. I simply 
started with

Once theEBA blocks 
were dry, I masked 
off the edges to 
protect the sand 
coloured parts and 
sprayed the pale 
green. The green is a 
mix of Vallejo Model 
Air 71028 Sand with 
#71006 Camouflage 
Light Green dripped 
in until it looked 
right. A little white 
was also added to 
lighten it up slightly 
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The rear received a host of Eduard parts, 
including CIP panels. Before adding CIP panels, 
the covers on the rear stowage boxes were 
enhanced by laminating some sheet stock and

and the tracks were made of a hundred and 
nine manganese steel links. The cast turret 
extremely thick, featuring an impressive 
152mm of armour on the mantlet. The sides 
were also well sloped, 38mm thick, but 
additional protection was provided by the 
large storage boxes on the mudguards, the 
drivetrain and suspension on the lower part 
of the hull. The lower/upper hull plates were 
76mm, the rear hull rear was 38mm and the 
the frontal hull deck was 29mm respectively. 
The turret was partially cast, made roomier 
to accommodate a three-man crew and the 
latest development of the famed British 17 
pounder. Another big difference was the 
20mm Polsten cannon in an independent 
mount just on its left. The turret traverse 
was electric with a backup manual cranking 
wheel. The turret itself was a hexagon, with 
sloped upper parts. The basket was long 
enough to accommodate extra ammo. 
Additional storage boxes were mounted 


T- 

on later versions until the turret was loaded 
with a makeshift protection made of spare 
parts, metal boxes, tools and haversacks. The 
original Mark 1 turret featured two extra rear 
storage boxes on the sides. On the top was 
located the commander cupola, rotatable 
with six long prismatic blocks of plexiglass. 

It was closed by a twin-part hatch and 
surrounded by a rail guide for an extra AA 
machine gun. 

In May 1941 a mock-up Mark 1 built by 
AEC Ltd, was shown to the general staff, 
followed by an order for twenty pilot 
vehicles armed with different combinations 
of weapons. The final weight was eventually 
42.5 short tons, two and a half short tons 
above the required limit. This was due to the 
realisation that providing sufficient armour 
protection against a direct hit from a German 
88mm within the weight limits, was proven 
quite impossible in the later development 
phase. These limits were tailored for the

battle tank. The Centurion was born as 
the A41 Cruiser tank and followed precise 
specifications that tried to erase faulty past 
designs and enhance durability, reliability, 
protection and mobility. For firepower, the 
17 pounders still seemed up to the task 
of dealing with German heavy armour. 
Protection minimal specs included the 
ability to resist a frontal direct hit of an 
88mm shell or the blast of a mine. The 
first step was creating a longer hull, with 
by the same set of long-travel five-wheel 
suspension, lengthened by a sixth pair. The 
original Christie suspension vertical spring 
coils sandwiched between side armour 
plates were replaced by a Hortsmann 
suspension. Drive sprockets were at the 
;cu w near the engine, and idlers at the front 
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The Centurion 


due to a newly-developed fully automatic 
stabilisation system. This allowed the gunner 
to fire on the move. The second modification 
was the replacement of the Polsten 20mm 
by a much lighter standard 7.62mm in) Besa 
machine-gun. The Mark 3 was introduced in 
1948 and production was higher than that of 
the Mark 2. They served in Korea extensively 
and proved somewhat more effective than 
the M26 Pershing and M46 Patton on the 
battlefield. 

The Mark 5 however, was a new league of 
the Centurion development. It introduced 
a more powerful version of the Meteor 
engine, a new gun sight and gun 
stabiliser. The Mark 5 also had Browning 
machine guns fitted to the coaxial 
and commander's cupola mounts, 
and stowage bins fitted on the glacis. 

The Mark 5/1 (introduced an increase in 
frontal glacis thickness and a twin- 
arrangement of coaxial machine M 

guns, one .30 cal Browning 
and one heavy .50 cal ^ 

(with tracers, used 


maximum load allowed by the standard 
Mark I/ll transport trailers. When it was 
clear for the war Ministry that there was no 
way to meet these limits without serious 
performance sacrifices, a new transport 
trailer was devised, and the limits raised. The 
Mark 1 was considered highly successful, 
but in 1946 the Soviet tank threat forced the 
devising of an up-armoured version, known 
as the Mark 2, with thicker armour and a 


new fully cast turret. This vehicle quickly 
replaced the Mark 1 on the production line, 
as 800 were ordered in November 1945 
and entered service in December 1946 with 
the 5th Royal Tank Regiment. After being 
replaced by the Mark 3, all Mark 1/2s were 
either converted as recovery vehicles or 
upgraded to the Mark 3 standard. The Mark 3 
introduced a brand-new gun, the Ordnance 
QF 20 pounder, providing far better accuracy

for ranging for the 20-pounder main gun. 
The Mark 5/2 introduced the latest gun 
developed by the Royal Ordnance Factories. 
The famous L7 105mm gun. The breach had 
a horizontally-sliding breechblock. The L7 
then became the staple of western main 
battle tanks gun and stayed in the first-line 
of the British inventory until the new L11 
was available. The versions which followed 
up until the production ceased, and even 
after for the British Army, were more basic 
upgrades like the Mark 6, former Mark 5s and 
Mark 5/1 s upgraded with the L7 gun, then 
IR equipment and ranging gun. The Mark 7 
had revised engine decks, was up-armoured 
and up-gunned, the Mark 8 had a resilient 
mantlet and new commander cupola, while 
the Mark 9 had IR equipment fitted and 
ranging gun, and the following Marks were 
upgraded with the same equipment. 

Australia and Canada both received 
their Centurions early on. The Australian 
ones saw heavy fighting in Vietnam, 
while the Canadians saw early action 
in Korea in the 1950s. Former Canadian 
Centurions were sold to Israel and are still 
in service, converted. New Zealand also 
acquired twelve of them, now retired. The 
Netherlands, Switzerland, Denmark and 
Austria all acquired the Centurion. In 1953, 
the Royal Swedish army purchased eighty 
Mark 3s (20-pounder) and in 1955,160 


they were in reserve or deactivated before 
the First Gulf War. The IDF owed a great 
deal to these vehicles and adapted them 
as the Sho't. Many hulls were converted to 
the Nagmachon/Nagmashot heavy APCs, 
Nakpadon ARVs and Puma CEVs. South 
Africa is the longest time user of this vehicle. 
South African Centurions were converted 
to a highly modernized version, with the 
help of IDF engineers and modernization 
kits. This became the Olifant, still in service 
today. Somalia also used some vehicles and 
for some time the Libyan Free Army fielded 
a Centurion AVRE from Jordan. India also 
acquired the Centurion Mark 7 (L7 gun), later 
replaced by the Vickers Mark II. They saw 
intensive action during the Pakistani war 
of 1965. Singapore purchased sixty-three 
Centurion Mark 3 and Mark 7 from India 
in 1975, followed by others ex-Israeli Sho't 
tanks in 1993. 

During the Korean War British Centurions 
from the Commonwealth divisions operated 
with certainly the best results of all allied 
AFVs present on the battlefield. Their 
20-pounders could destroy any long-range 
targets with pinpoint accuracy. During the 
Suez Crisis British Centurions were also 
deployed with some limitations due to high 
command's initial hesitations on howto 
combine in the right proportion's sea, air 
and land power projections. Four Indian 
Armoured Regiments were equipped with 


Mark 5s. However, their instrumentation 
had to be changed into the metric system 
and they swapped their original radios for 
Swedish ones. Since these vehicles pre¬ 
dated NATO standardisation, they had to be 
made compliant later. These vehicles were 
called Stridsvagn 81. Another batch of 110 
Mark 10s purchased in 1958 with the new 
L7, called Stridsvagn 101, also converted to 
NATO standards. By the 1960s, these vehicles 
were gradually updated to the Stridsvagn 
102 and Stridsvagn 101R standards. Egypt 
acquired some but replaced them later with 
Soviet and US models. They saw combat 
in the 1967 war, against Israeli Centurions. 
Iraq also purchased some vehicles, but 
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The Centurion 


Jordan. But their fame really came during the 
battle of The Valley of Tears' (Golan Heights,

There is a decal sheet that provides three 
options; British Army Manoeuvres in 
Canada, Manoeuvres in England 
and British’Army in West 
Germany. The Assembly 
was very straight 
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f and pin marks. The detail on 
the upper hull and turret was of 
very sharp and defined quality. 

1®^ Unfortunately, there is no option 
to have the stowage boxes left 
open; however, the more adventurous 
modeller may attempt to cut the lids off 
to achieve this appearance. As the tracks 
are fairly wide, free of any flash and with 
four pins to connect them, I had no issues 
with getting them to adhere using regular 
superglue. 

I primed this vehicle with an overall coat 
of matt black primer by Vallejo, 73.602 
applying approximately two thin coats to 
get a nice even coverage. I then used Vallejo 
Model Air US Olive Drab, 71.043 to paint over 
the green camouflage scheme; I had chosen 
to go for the British Manoeuvres paint and 
decal scheme as it seemed so familiar to me 
from the real examples I had seen of this 
iconic tank. I had planned on painting over 
the black areas left between the olive drab; 
however, the black primer paint was giving 
a brilliant appearance and contrasted 
perfectly with the green. Due to this, i 
I decided that 'if it's not broken, don't 
fix it! So, I left the Black Primer as my ^ 
second colour in the paint scheme. I ™ 
applied my chosen decals and several 
thin layers of Vallejo Matt Varnish, j 

70.520.1 was concerned that any * 

weathering may destroy the _ 

black primer paint and A 
show bare plastic. Once 
the varnish had dried jBnEtSB 


forward with no 
issues or requirement 
for any filler. The 
quality of the figures are, 
as expected from such an old 
kit, quite bulky and lacking in too 
much detail. Retrospectively, I would 
have changed these for some aftermarket 
figures. The majority of the detailing is 
moulded into the upper hull section with 
items such as the stowage boxes, lights 
etc being fitted into pre-drilled positions. 
The turret is made of two main pieces with 
the large IR spotlight, stowage baskets and 
boxes, hatches and cupola being added 
separately. The kit was mostly free of flash

previously painted chipping marks. I also 
used the natural steel paint to create some 
scratches on the side of the large IR light on 
the left of the turret. I used AK Interactive 
Dark Brown wash, AK045 to add some depth 
around the 3D features on the hull, panel 
lines and turret. I also used this product to 
make some very gentle streaking effects on 
the turret and the side skirts. I then gave the 
whole kit a covering of Vallejo Natural Umber 


fhoroughly overnight, I painted the detailed 
sections of the kit, such as tow cables, fire 
extinguishers, the gun thermal sleeve etc 
with a range of Vallejo paints. I find the gun 
thermal covering quite an iconic feature of 
this particular tank. This feature on the kit 
is of very good detail with sharply moulded 
securing straps and a texture to the material. 

I used a highly contrasting selection of 
colours Vallejo Khaki, 70.988 for the cover, 
and Vallejo Iraqi Sand, 70.819 for the straps, 
to accentuate these great features. 

To weather the vehicle, I used Vallejo 
US Dark Green, 70.893 to create a chipping 
effect along some of the edges with a very 
fine brush. For the larger chips I had created, I 
used Vallejo Hull Red, #985 Hull Red to create 
the effect of rust starting to form. I decided 
to use Vallejo Natural Steel, 70.864 to dry 
brush some of the edges and ribs on the 
track covers to simulate wear and tear, being 
careful when doing this not to cover up the 
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British Army Chieftain 


set simulated this 
effect beautifully. 

To complete the 
project, I gave the 
exhaust pipes a covering ^ 
with Vallejo Brown Iron 
Oxide pigment 73.108 to 
simulate rust and applied 
some dry pigment onto some 
rear deck grills. mm 

This was a thoroughly enjoyable 
build and, in my opinion, a must have 


pigment, 73.109 which was heavily watered 
down. Once this was dry, I used a stiff brush 
to remove most of the excess dried pigment, 
leaving only the pigment gathered in the 
corners and recesses of the vehicle. I used 
the mud colour from the Tamiya Weathering 
Master Set #87079 to dull down the upper 
surfaces and the black areas of the paint 
scheme. I had noticed from my research that 
the black paint on British vehicles tends to 
get a kind of grey-green hue to it over time; 
this is from water staining and exposure to

the instruction sheet to find each item. After 
assembling the rear and the mufflers you 
move to the upper hull. 
Here the details are nice, 
but the hatches need 
some serious work to 
fit. On the turret there is 
the counterweight for 
the main gun although 
the barrel needs a lot of 
sanding. Some parts have 
small ejector pin-marks, 


however, the Schurzen have larger sink 
marks that need looking at. 

Moving on to the painting stage I first 
applied a coat of Tamiya liquid surface 
primer, followed by an overall pre-shade 
coat of Black. Once dry I then applied a thin 
coat of Model Master Dunkelgeb to show a 
little of the Black. A mixture of Dunkelgeb, 
White and Wood was then applied on the 
hatches, followed by a colour modulation 
using Dunkelgeb, White and a drop of 
Gloss varnish, and this was added to the 
highlighted areas such as the handles, bolts 
and rain guards. When the paint had set, the 
decals were applied followed by a coat of 
Vallejo Satin. 

Weathering began with filters using 
artists' oils, adding lighter colours on the 
upper surfaces and darker colours on 
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Fighting Colours

Oil stains 
on the engine hatches were added using 
MIG Productions 'Oil and Grease Stain 
Mixture', and finally various MIG Productions 
pigments and AK Interactive 'Earth Effects' 
were applied to the road wheels and tracks. 
Revell's kit is simple and easy to construct, 
and despite some faults you end up with a 
nice-looking model.

With all the construction complete 
I first added a coat of Humbrol Matt 
Light Gray 64 as a primer, then the 
model was painted with Humbrol 
Matt Army Green 102. To complete 
the three-tone US Army camouflage 
scheme I used Humbrol Brown 186 
and Humbrol Matt Black 33. After 
waiting a few days, I started the 
weathering process with several 
bespoke oil mixes, each time 
removing any excess with a soft cloth. 
Next, I added some dry brushing, 
using Humbrol 102 lightened with

Winter Streaking Grime and AK

After having previously

of AK Interactive Mud AK 016. Then 
after painting the rubber shoes 
with the Matt Black I simulated dust 
accumulated on them with the AK 
Interactive European Earth pigment 
mixed with solvent. The last step 
was to highlight the parts where the 
polished natural metal rubs against 
the tracks and this was done with a bit 
of very fine abrasive paper. 

For the base, the concrete floor 
was created by gluing a sheet of thin 
Balsa wood onto a plywood base 
and then adding a layer of modelling 
putty over in and flattening it out. 

I then distressed and marked the 
base to resemble concrete. The all 
that remained was to add the tank 
and engine and my little scene was 
complete.

T he A-10 ‘Warthog’ owed its birth to 
two influences - the inadequacies 
of the Close Air Support aircraft 
used in Vietnam, and the need to counter 
Soviet armoured might in Europe. During 
the Vietnam War the Air Force regarded 
CAS as their domain but was hard 
pressed to find an aircraft with both the 
range and loiter capacity to fulfil this 
need. They did obtain quantities of the 
old but excellent piston-powered Douglas 
A-1 Skyraider originally developed for the 
Navy, which soon earned the appreciation 
of the ground-pounders by its ability to 
carry a huge warload, dish out and take 
punishment, and remain on station for 
an extended period of time. Late in the 
war the USAF shifted the CAS mission to 
the jet-powered A-7 Corsair II, which had 
been developed for a US Navy requirement for a carrier-based 
strike fighter to replace the A-4 Skyhawk. The Corsair was an 
excellent aircraft, but it was designed for the strike-interdiction 
role, not for the battlefield CAS mission. The USAF therefore 
began to put together an AX - ‘Attack Experimental’ program to 
develop a dedicated CAS aircraft that could do the job far better 
than the Corsair, match the Skyraider in warload and endurance, 
but be substantially faster while being extremely maneuverable. 
The aircraft would also need to be highly survivable through the 
use of armour and redundant systems, include twin engines and 
be armed with a fast-firing Gatling-type gun. 


The YA-10A was 
selected as the win¬ 
ner of a competitive 
evaluation on 18 
January 1973 and led 
to a contract for the 
production often A-10A 
pre-production machines, 
fitted with the GE TF34 turbofan. The second 
and third preproduction machines were the 
first to be fitted with the fearsome GAU-8/A 
cannon and trial attacks with the cannon on old 
US M-48 tanks and Soviet T-62 tanks, obtained 
from Israel, were to put it simply, awesome. 

The GAU-8/A cannon all but tore the targets 
to shreds! The first preproduction aircraft was 
rolled out in late 1974, and the first production 
A-10 performed its initial flight in October 1975 
following which it was handed over to the USAF 
on 5 November. The A-10 was given the name ‘Thunderbolt II’ 
but this never stuck with the flight crews, the ugly nature of the 
aircraft soon earned it the nickname of ‘Warthog’, and so a legend 
was born! On the verge of retirement in the early 1990’s the first 
Gulf War saw the Warthogs finest hour, so much so that the Air 
Force gave it a new lease of life, and one that seems set to con¬ 
tinue to a while yet! The story of the powerful A-10 is told in this 
new MDF Scaled Down from SAM Publications, and in the words 
of the ‘Warthog community - ‘Go Ugly Early’!

I WRS TRLKING WITH R WORK 
COllERGUE RECENTLY RND WE 
GOT RROUND TO THE THORNY 
PROBLEM OF TO DO' LISTS. I 
suspect everyone makes them in one form or 
another but how closely do you stick to them? 
My colleague was firmly of the opinion that she 
needs to try and complete the items on the list as 
soon as possible and not put any of the tasks off, 
no matter how boring or unpalatable they may 
be. Her argument was that if you keep ignoring 
an item on a list it becomes a ‘thing’ rather than 
a job. The more you avoid that ‘thing’, the bigger 
and scarier it becomes. It doesn’t matter how 
small the task really is, the longer it is left, the 
harder it becomes to complete. 

As a modeller I can relate to that argument 
so strongly. My shelf of shame always has several 
models on it in various stages of construction. 
Often, they only require a couple of evenings 
work to move them on to the next stage, or 
even to complete them but the longer they are 
left, the harder I find it to go back to them and 
finish what I started. Each year I start more 
models than I complete, or at least it seems 
that way at times. In the last column I listed 
several projects I was working on. I managed to 
complete both the Crusaders and the Pz 38 (t) 
just in time for the Bolton show in mid-January 
and felt quite pleased with myself. Then I came 
across a couple of other unfinished projects 
tucked away in their boxes. Rather than start yet 
another project (always so tempting) I resolved 
to finish both of these kits first. I know there are 
a few others in a similar state in my collection 
but if I can get a couple finished off each time, 
then hopefully I can catch up with the backlog 
(hmmm, small chance of that I think...) 

Thus, it was that I took a part-built IS-2 with 
me to the Bolton show. I knew I could finish 
off most of the remaining construction during 
the day if I concentrated on the task. Modelling 
behind the club stand is something that several 
of us do on a semi-regular basis. It serves a 
couple of purposes. Firstly, it gives us something 
to do during the day and prevents (or at least 
reduces) the temptation to start wandering 
the halls several times and buying yet more 
kits. Secondly it can provide an opportunity to 
start a conversation with the visitors. They are 
often interested in what we are doing and start 
asking questions about the kit we are working 
on or the technique we are employing. For me, 
these conversations are a vital part of making 
our hobby more accessible. Reading about a 




technique or even watching it on a video isn’t 
always the same as being able to talk with the 
modeller whilst they are working is much more 
immediate, whether it’s within the confines of 
a private build-club, at your local club or when 
visiting a show. Even the most experienced 
modeller never stops learning and part of my 
enthusiasm for the hobby is precisely that - 
wanting to refine and develop my skills with 



each project I take on. 

The Bolton show was a case in point. I spent 
some time adding some cast texture to the 
IS-2. The real vehicle has a number of large cast 
components with a distinctive rough texture 
resulting from the sand moulds that are used. I 
was using a tried and tested technique, brushing 
liquid cement over the part and then gently 
stippling it with an old cut-down paintbrush. 
The cement slightly softens the surface of 
the plastic and that allows the texture to be 
created by the stippling action. It takes a little 
practice to get the technique right but it’s very 
effective. Several people stopped and asked what 
I was doing, so I was able to give a practical 
demonstration and if I encouraged a couple of 
people to try something new and add another 
skill to their toolbox then it more than justifies 
the hassle of packing an extra box with tools and 
a kit into my car. 

In fact, several of my shelf queens started life as 
show projects and that’s part of the problem - 
you reach a point in a project where it becomes 
awkward to take it to a show and work on it, 
perhaps because it’s ready to paint or because 
there are too many sub-assemblies and small 
parts that might go missing. Therefore, I tend 
to choose a new kit to take with me, something 
straightforward that I’m likely to build mostly 
out of the box. When I get back home it gets put 
on one side whilst I concentrate on the model 
on my bench and then it gets forgotten. Having 
said all that, as long as I’m building models, I’m 
happy but it would be nice to finish more of 
them occasionally and get some of those ‘things’ 
off my mind. *

It would 
be designed on a 'gyroscopic type theory', 
similar to the 'Segway' nowadays with the 
weight being concentrated on the bottom 
centre where the engine was located. This 
vehicle concept would have been propelled 
by a large drive wheel located at the front 
centre which would have turned the large 
tyre. This vehicle has room for a crew of four;

a driver, 

rear facing , 

machine gunner, 
forward facing 
machine gunner and two 
gunners for the main armament 
on the top deck. 

This type of 'what if' vehicle kit is normally 
miles outside of my comfort zone and 
not one I would naturally choose, so I was 
apprehensive about the project. This was 
also my first experience with the MiniArt 


brand. The kit itself 
comes from MiniArt 
on twenty-four light 
grey sprues, one of which 
is clear parts. There is an 
extensive decal sheet with six fictional 
options (four Soviet, one captured German 
and one Polish). The instruction sheet is a 
glossy cover booklet with colour painting 
guides and a conversion chart for numerous 
paint brands. The assembly for the kit is 
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SHOROTONK

over forty steps and is made up of very clear 
black and white photographs of each step. 
The kit has a full and detailed interior which 
can be viewed through two large hatches 
on the hull, one either side. The first few 
steps of the build concentrate on the engine, 
crew positions and framework for the 
vehicle interior. The engine has wonderful 
detail and all of the parts have been sharply 
moulded. The crew positions each have a 




seat; however, I'm not 
convinced they are 
1:35, as I believe they 
are slightly small. So, 
if you're planning on 
putting figures with this 
model, you may want to 
test fit them first. 

The 'halfway' point of the build was 
signified when the large internal framework 
which housed the engine, crew positions, 



driving wheel and rollers was complete. The 
next stage was to complete the individual 
hull halves which sit either side of the large 
tyre. Each hull half has ammo racks for the 
machine guns and main armament complete 
with shells and ammo boxes, a fan cooling 
system, the fuel cells and the ball mounts 
for the weaponry. The machine guns and 
main armament sit in a moveable ball joint; 
however, I found the fit of the ring that held 
it in place a bit tight, so I decided to glue 
them in static to stop it popping loose once

I glued the hull together! The weapons all 
have a good level of detail and are sharply 
moulded. Both machine guns have an 
ammunition box attached and a spent 
casing catch bag. The main armaments have 
detailed breaches and spent cases catch 
bags. The model has the option to have the 
two large hatches open or closed with nice 
detail on the inside of each large hatch. With 
such brilliant interior detail, I opted to leave 
one open and one closed; this was to allow 
the interior detail to be seen and to be able 
to view the vehicle 'on the move' from the 
other side. 

Before attaching the hull pieces to the 
main framework, I gave the entire kit a 
coat of Vallejo Black Surface Primer 73.602. 

I then used AK Interactive White Primer 
AK177 to do some pre-shading on the hull 
exterior. As this was a spherical vehicle, 
it was a great opportunity to add some 
depth to the vehicle using this technique. 
To emphasise shadows inside the vehicle, 

I painted the entire interior with Black 
Primer. I then applied the White Primer; 
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however, 
only from the 
position of where 
the open hatch 
would be. I did this so 
that from the hatch viewpoint, the surfaces 
facing you would be white; however, 
behind them would be a shadow effect 
caused by the Black Primer. I was 
very happy with how this effect 
turned out and it gave the 
interior a great deal of depth. 

I used a selection of Vallejo 
paints to detail the interior 
of the vehicle. When the 
interior of this vehicle 
is viewed, it appears 
very cramped and 
crew members would 
have had to push and 
squeeze to get into their 
positions, so because of 
this, I used AK Interactive 
True Metal Steel AK457 
to dry brush the edges of 
metalwork, where I would 
expect there to be wear of the 
paint. I then used AK Interactive 


The exterior was painted 
with Mission Models 
colours 


Brown Blue Wash AK070 in a 1:1 mix 
with White Spirit to cover the white parts 
of the interior to dull down the brilliant 
white appearance. I then applied a heavy 
coat of AK Interactive Streaking Grime AK012 
around the engine and running gear to 
simulate grease and a light dusting of Vallejo 
Natural Umber Pigment 73.109 to simulate 
accumulated dirt. 

I used Mission Models US Army Olive Drab 
Faded 3 MMP-022 to paint the exterior of the 
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from brush damage. I decided to apply 
the decals depicting a 'Captured Combat 
Vehicle, Wehrmacht Unit, Eastern Front 
1944/The decals were of outstanding quality 
which adhered perfectly to the kit. 

For the weathering phase, I used Vallejo 
Olive Green Wash 76.519 to cover the hull 
and Streaking Grime to accentuate the bolts, 
weapon mounts and panel covers. I then 
used a sponge and Vallejo Black Grey 70.862 
to create fine chipping around the hatches 
and the hull. I used Vallejo Olive Green 
70.967 to create some of the larger chips and 
scratches and then the Black Grey and Vallejo 
Hull Red 985 to add depth and a rust effect 
to some of the larger chips. I used these 
paints to detail the damage I'd created with 
the file on the hull also. Next, I used the True 
Metal oil paint to dry-brush the hatch edges 
and the edges of the weapon and viewing 
ports. My last piece of weathering was to 
add the Natural Umber Pigment, mixed with 
water over the tyre. Once dry, the excess was 
brushed away using a short and soft bristle 
brush to leave a residue in the creases. I 
thoroughly enjoyed building this kit despite 
my initial hesitance, and you get some great 
paint scheme options, no fitting issues at all 
and no need for filler! Enjoy!!

hull. For the first couple of thin coats, I 
applied my paint through the airbrush with 
no thinner; this gives the surface a rough 
textured appearance. Once this was dry, I 
used the same colour; however, this time 
thinned 2:1 paint to Mission Models 
thinner MMA-002 and applied 
another three coats to 
complete the outer colour. 

At this point, I glued the 
hull sides to the main 


frame and attached the 
dolly-wheels. Next, I 
painted the tyre using 
Mission Models NATO 
Black MMP-035 and 
glued this piece 
on to complete 
j the basic build. 
Something wasn't 
sitting right with me, 
and I realised that 
the tyre was 'pristine' 
in appearance and 
didn't look right. To 
remedy this, I attacked 
the wheel using a selection 
of sharp and rounded files 
to chip away the grooves and 
create what I believed to be a more 
realistic look of a tyre that had crossed 
the battlefield! I decided to add some slight 
damage to the hull to break up the smooth 
spherical appearance. To do this, I created 
thin channels in the hull using a file. Then I 
made some more that followed the curve of 
the wheel to simulate items being dragged 
around the hull by the wheel,

T he stridsfordon 90 or 

CV90, IS R FRMILY OF SWEDISH 
TRRCKED COMBRT VEHICLES 
DESIGNED BY SWEDEN'S 
Defence Materiel Administration, FMV, 
Hagglunds and Bofors during the mid- 
1980s and early 1990s and entered service in 
Sweden in the mid-90s. The CV90 platform 
design has continuously evolved in steps 
from Mk.I to current Mk.IV with advances 


in technology and in response to changing 
battlefield requirements. The Swedish version 
of the main infantry fighting vehicle is fitted 
with a turret from Bofors that is equipped 
with a 40mm Bofors autocannon. Export 
versions are fitted with Hagglunds E-series 
turrets, armed with either a 30mm or a 
35mm Bushmaster autocannon. Developed 
specifically for the Nordic sub-arctic climate, 
the vehicle has very good mobility in snow 


and wetlands while carrying and supporting 
six to eight fully equipped dismount soldiers. 
Other variants include Forward Observation, 
Command and control, Anti-air, Armoured 
Recovery, Electronic Warfare and so forth. 
Various customer requirements have led to 
several variants of the CV90, where major 
differences are in survivability and electronic 
architecture. Higher protection has led to higher 
kerb weight; the vehicles combat weight has 
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Maintenance Manual I 



risen from twenty-three to thirty-five tonnes. 
However, with increasingly more powerful 
diesel engines, the power-to-weight ratio has 
remained approximately the same. The track 
suspension system has seen upgrades in several 
stages. The Mk.III version has a digital electronic 
architecture with several different CAN- 
buses and digital networks and is the first IFV 


incorporating an automatic Defensive Aid Suite 
which classifies threats and, in automatic mode, 
can fire smoke and/or the main gun to eliminate 
or evade targets, as well as instruct the driver on 
potential threats. The CV9040’s basic armour 
provides all-round protection against 14.5 mm 
armour-piercing rounds. Armour protection 
over the frontal arc is classified, but all models 


from CV9040B and later are said to be protected 
against 30mm APFSDS. Some variants, including 
the CV9030N, can be fitted with MEXAS, 
a ceramic applique armour that provides 
protection against 30mm APFSDS. This armour 
kit is intended to provide increased protection 
against Improvised explosive device, explosively 
formed penetrator and 30mm calibre armour 
piercing rounds. All CV90s are fitted with a 
Spall liner, which covers the interior spaces and 
provides protection for the troops inside against 
shrapnel and anti-personnel artillery munitions.

The CV90 can be also fitted with cage 
armour, which provides protection against 
tandem-charge and shaped charge warheads. 
The CV90 is fitted with a nuclear, biological, 
and chemical (NBC) filtration system 
accompanied by a chemical detector and 
radiation detector systems. The CV90 also uses 
heat-absorbing filters to provide temporary 
protection against thermal imaging (TIS), 
image intensifier and infrared camera (IR). 

The vehicle was designed to produce a very low 
and very compact structure to minimize radar 
and IR-signatures. With every generation of 
CV90 there has been an increase in payload 
and corresponding protection levels. The 
inherent mine protection levels have risen 




substantially to presently defeat the heaviest 
anti-tank mines. The CV90 MkO is powered 
by a DSI14 engine developed by Scania, which 
provides 550 horse power (HP) and it can 
reach speeds of 70km per hour. The basic 
CV90 has a maximum road range of 320 
kilometres, but the latest generation can reach 
up to 600 kilometres. The CV90 offers quieter 
movement for improved stealth, greater speed 
over good terrain, and higher ground clearance 
for protection against mines and improvised 
explosive devices. The basic CV90 is fitted with 
a two-man turret armed with a Bofors 40 mm 
calibre gun and a coaxial 7.62mm machine 
gun. The CV90 also carries six 76mm grenade 
launchers, which are arranged in two clusters 
of three launchers; the clusters are positioned 


on each side of the turret. The grenade 
launchers are intended for smoke grenades but 
can also be loaded with a variety of combat 
grenades. The CV90 export variants are fitted 
with a Hagglunds E-series turret, with more 
than 600 E30 and E35 turrets delivered. 

Since production began in 1993, the CV90 
had remained untested in combat until 
November 2007, when Norwegian Army 
CV90s from the 2nd Battalion saw heavy 
combat during Operation ‘Harekate Yolo’ 
in Afghanistan. During the first week of 
November, Norwegian ISAF forces from the 
2nd Battalion and Kystjegerkommandoen 
based in Mazar-e-Sharif, responded to a 
Taliban attack on Afghan National Army 
forces in the Ghowrmach district. Having 
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been heavily outnumbered by the Taliban 
forces, the Norwegians used mortars and, in 
particular, CV90s, to suppress the attack. The 
operation left an unknown number of Taliban 
casualties, and many more wounded. The 
CV90 was later used extensively by ISAF-forces 
of the Norwegian Army’s Telemark Battalion 
in May 2008, when the battalion came under 
heavy machine gun and RPG fire from Taliban 
fighters during Operation Karez in Badghis 
Province. In February 2010, Denmark sent ten 
CV9035DKs to Afghanistan in order to bolster 


their contingent in Helmand Province. The 
Danish contingent had suffered numerous 
casualties since they began operations in 
the province in the autumn of 2006. The 
vehicles are from the Danish Royal Lifeguard 
Regiment, based in the Northern part of 
Seeland. They are working alongside MOWAG 
Piranha IIIC, MOWAG Eagle IV, M113 G3DK 
and Leopard 2A5DK vehicles, all contributed 
by Denmark, in the Helmand Province. By 
April 2010, two of the ten vehicles had been 
hit with IEDs, in both cases protecting the 


crew and passengers from personal injury. 

The vehicles lost two wheels and tracks and 
were sent back to the manufacturer in Sweden 
for further investigation. On 7 August 2010, a 
CV9035DK hit an IED in Afghanistan, killing 
two soldiers and wounding another three. The 
explosion was so powerful that the vehicle was 
turned over. As of the spring of 2011, Sweden 
operates nine Strf 9040Cs in Afghanistan. 
Swedish CV90s have seen combat with 
insurgents on dozens of occasions since and 
operations continue. Mf&r

T he buk self-propelled

Soviet Union and the Russian 
Federation, and Meng-Model 
have produced a highly detailed, 
brand new,1:35 kit of this vehicle 
consisting of 685 parts, including 
both plastic and etched parts. The 
level of detail is very high, and the 
moulding quality excellent. The tracks 
are single links, which have to be mounted 
on an included jig with separate pins. It is a 
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time-consuming taskand some glue was 
necessary to keep the links together - but 
the overall look is fantastic. With the tracks 
finished and put aside, I began assembling 
of the hull, the drivetrain, wheels and 
sprockets and all went very smoothly. The 
main hull is one huge piece with wonderful 
surface details. All of the doors, hatches and 
covers are separate parts, which have to 
be mounted on the main hull. The exhaust 
system needs to be installed from the 
inside before putting the lower- and 
upper hull together. In hindsight it 
would have been a good idea to paint 
the inside of the exhaust system in 
black before mounting the etched 
mesh on the exhaust outlet -1 
missed that and had to paint the 
insides later through the fine grilles. 
There also a lot of small details to 
add around the main hull such 
as lamps, handles, hooks, towing 
cables, tools and much more. 

The huge upper unit of the vehicle 
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SURFOCE-TO-OII 

Scale 1:35 / Defence Missile Systefti 


is assembled in the same way as the lower 
body - adding all the doors and hatches, 
as well as further covers to the main part 
of the superstructure, then adding all other 
details and parts to it. The starting ramp for 
the four rockets could remain movable, but I 
glued it position to avoid any damages when 
moving it around later. All the pipework for 
the rocket launcher is included as flexible 
plastic parts, which also fit perfectly. Finally, 
there are the four rockets, which need to be 
assembled - unfortunately these consist of 
of two halves, so it is necessary to use some 
filler and sand the seams, otherwise you will 
see the small edges along each rocket. 

The painting process began with Vallejo 
Black Primer as this gives a very smooth 
surface and the colour is a fantastic 
base for creating some shadows. 
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Going by the BUKI 


I used a light grey/yellow mix for painting 
the light areas of the camouflage. Then with 
Blu-Tac sausages, I masked-off 
the camouflage areas before 
adding the Vallejo Green and 
Black respectively. I chose 
an Olive-Green colour for 
the cover of the radar 
unit and painted all 
the small details 
with a fine brush. 


The tracks also received a black base shade 
before being airbrushed with AK Interactive 
Track Primer, and the I then weathered them 
with different washes and earth coloured 
pigments. Graphite powder was then rubbed 
on the tracks surface, before mounting them 
onto the vehicle. The entire vehicle was then 
dusted with a dark earth brown shade, and 
weathered with different earth coloured 
pigments and washes, to give a used look 
to the vehicle - only the rockets remained 
'factory fresh'. I also rubbed some metallic 
pigments over the corners of the vehicle 
and added some wet areas and leaking oil. 

I then added the model to a simple scratch 
built base. Meng-Model have given us a 
fantastic kit, full of great details and will be a 
'must have' for all fans of modern Russian 
vehicles!

F or this scene i chose the 

1:35 OCODEMY MII5I HUMVEE, 
WHICH WOS IN FRCT THE 
FIRST 1:35 VEHICLE I HOD BUILT! 
The kit is very well detailed and 
went together easily. For the colour 
scheme the Hataka Modern US 
Army and USMC AFV paint set and 
weathered the vehicle with Ammo by 
MIG prpducts. For weathering I used 
their US Modern Vehicles Wash to 
create cjlepth, and to create highlights 
I used Summer Soil and Sunny Flesh 
Oilbrushers. Later some Dry Steppe 
Splashes Effect was applied on lower 
parts of hull, using a paintbrush 
and air from my airbrush, blowing 
the product over the area to create 
random splashes. Finally, some Middle 
East Dust and Sand pigments were 
applied with medium size dry brush 
to create a dirty, dusty look. 

When I started this project, I 
thought it would be nice to build 
a desert base, and after some 
quick research online [ found some 
interesting photograph of a mud 
house in Afghanistan, and the idea 
of a diorama began to take shape. 

I already had a 12"x12" balsa wood 
base and found some nice Styrofoam 
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I used the Hataka 
Modern US Army and 
USMCAFV paint set 


piece^ to use on it. To begin I cut two 
large Styrofoam pieces to use as a 
building wall, then using a sharp knife 
I cut out doors and windows. Mud 
houses in Afghanistan commonly 
use roof and floor support poles, 
and I recreated these using wooden 
bjarbecue skewers, cut to size and 
pierced them through. I also used 
similar pieces to create a ladder. I 
fixed the walls to the base using PVA 




Planning out the scene 
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glue, but I would also recommend 
using a hot glue gun, as PVA dries 
slowly. 

I made a lot of not too deep, 
random cuts on Styrofoam walls 
using knife for better adhesion of the 
Sculptamold modelling compound 
that would be used for the wall 
texture and base terrain in general. 
This was very easy to use, and after 
mixing the powder with water, I 
applied the compound with spoon, 
knife and my fingers. This stuff was 
really good, to work with, as you can 
move it and shape it for a very natural 
look. As it begins to dry, this is the 
best time to put all the building bits 
together and create a pile of rubble, 
typical of a demolished building. It's 
also good time to add all the tyre 
tracks or foot prints on the surface.

Once complete I primed the entire 
diorama with brown acrylic paint, 
and later added a mix of brown and 
yellow. I used Modge Podge Glue to 
cover the surface on the groundwork, 
as this glue is stronger than normal 
PVA and its perfect for placing all 
sorts of scenery and scatter. Here 
I had some mixed size rocks, Talus 
medium brown stones and real 
sand. I then used my airbrush to 
spray everything with Hataka Desert 
Tan and painted in some highlights 
using Desert Sand and dry brushed 
the building and rocks with brown, 
adding some scattered pigments that 


I use'd foTRumvee here and there. 

I also brushed some black pigment 
onto the windows and door edges 
to represent explosion smoke marks. 

I then added a bendable tree from 
Woodland Scenics, and I cut out few 
branches to place on the ground next 
to the tree. I also used Vallejo Acrylic 
Texture on the tree and painted it 
with Tamiya Deck Tan and also used 
a North Afrika Dust Wash and Middle 
East pigments. The Humvee kit only 
has two figures, so I added to these 
with a set from Masterbox, suitably 
painted.
